CAPTAIN DEARDORN’S SroRy. 
Captain H. 0. Dearborn, who was in 
ommaud of tho Alice Gurratt at the time 
of tho accident, was ‘interviewed at the 
Palace Hotel: last night by a Chronicle 
topartor in regard to the ‘matter, Ho’ asid 
that about 6 o'clock an. unusually atrong 
wind from the southeast ‘cabieup-and the 
boat began to drag: her, port anchor, which 
was the only one she had:out. At that 
tima the Garratt was lying about’ half way 
between Mission rock and the Pacific “Mail 
Steamship Company's buoy. - “He at once let 
fo the starboard anchor, but the wind ‘kept 
Treshening and there'baing a very heavy sea 
om, the vessel kept strainiog 4 Ledge anchor 
which.was put out, The wind and the sea 
proved to be too strong, however, and the 
‘bits’ were pulled clear out of the deck, 
and the chain. ran’ through ¢ho ‘hawas- 
holes’ like lightning and overboard, -The 
atchor and chain being clear of thé vessal, 
slo was hurried toward the Spoar-stract 
wharf, When she first began to pull on 
her auchor the tug Millen Griffith was near 
by, and Captain Dearborn hoisted a -signal 
for assistance, but the tug waa unable to 
geta line on board. As the Gurrutt neared 
tho Spear-atreet wharf the tug Rescue, got 
a lawser on board, but the imme strain 
tord tha ‘bits’ ont ‘agaiu and the Garratt 
was thrown against the wharf.’ She. was 
then quickly carried to the Steuart-atreet 
wlarf, and, striking firat on the starboard 
side, turned clear around and struck on the 
port sider both times almost amidships.
